The third biennial report of the state 
board of supervision has been presented 
to Governor Busk, and covers a period 
from October 1,1886, to September 30,

the bhud, school for dependent children, 
two hospitals for the insane, the indus­ 
trial school for boys and state prison— 
seven institutions. 
Theee institutions 
cost the state 3378,6*21.82 in 1887 , and 
$406 665.75 in 1888. 
Their average ag­ 
gregate population in 188• was 2,286; in 
1888, 2,319. 
The average yearly cest per capita was 
$165 $} in 1887 and $175.36 in 1888. The 
average weekly coBt per capita was s>3.!9 
in 1887 and f 3 37 in 1888. 
The board 
says that the six institution in equip­ 
ment, discipline, moral tone, and effi­ 
ciency. are among 'be beet of the coun­ 
try, aL.d the people of the state may 
reasonably regard them and their work 
With pride and satisfaction. 
The average population of the state 
hospital tor the men ne decreased’ from 
523 in 1886 to 479 rn 1888, the reduction 
being due to the establishment of the 
county chronic insane asylums. Toe 
average population of the nor bern h >s- 
pital was 659 during 1887 and 634 during 
.1888. 
The past two years’ attendance at the 
school for the deaf avenged respectively 
197 std 2(6, being the largest in its his- 
icry. The per capita cost, notwithstand­ 
ing the manj improvements made abt ut 
th*- institution, was less than it wss for 
the biennial period preceding the one for 
WI ich the rep* rt is rendered.

TUE .SOLAK ECLIPSE. 
S an F rancisco, J uu. ii.—'Tho conditions 
wore generally favorable Tuesday both in 
California aud Nevada for a clear observa­ 
tion of tho total eclipse of the sun.

this city tho eclipse 
was only partial, 
about eleven-twciftha of the sun's .surface 
being obscured. 
During the period of 
greatest obscurity it became Quite dark, 
and one sta r was plainly seen. 
San F rancisco, Jan. *2.—Prof. Louis 
Swift, director of the W arner Observatory 
of Rochester, N. Y., telegraphs as follows 
from Nelson, Cal., w here be took observa­ 
tions of the sun’s eclipse: 
“As far as affording opportunity to search 
for lntramercunal planets it was a failure on 
account of clouds and haze. All four con­ 
tacts were well made, a chronometer watch 
previously set to Lick Observatory time being 
used.
